7. It will be the responsibility of the Bank or the PD 
to pass on the securities to their climts. Except in 
extraordinary circumstances, the transfer of 
securities to the clients shall be conqileted within 
five wmking days from the date of issue. 

8. The Bank or PD can recover up to six paise per 
Rs. 100 as brokerage/commission/service charges 
for rendering diis service to their clients. Such 
costs may be built into die sale price or recovered 
separately from the clients. In case the transfer of 
securities is effected subsequent to the issue date 
of the security, the consideration amount payable 
by the client to the Bank cs PD would also include 
accrued interest from the date of issue. 

9. Modalities for obtaining payment from clients 
towards cost of the securities, acoued interest 
wherever 2 q>plicable and brok^age/commission/ 
service charges may be woiked out tty the Bank 
or PD as per agreement with the client It may be 
noted that no other costs such as funding costs 
should be buih into the price or recovered from 
the client. 

V. Banks and PDs will be required to furnish 
information relating to operations under the Scheme to the 
Reserve Bank of India (Bank) as may be called for from 
time to time within the time frame prescribed by the Bank. 

VI. The aforesaid guidelines are subject to review by 
the Bank and accordingly, if and when considered 
necessary, the Scheme will be modiffed.
